Savannah, July 10. 


The Floridas.—Our advices from üast Fio- 


ri ia are to ih» 6^h inst. 
At that time general 


M'Gregor was on Amelia Island, but one of his 
parties had advanced to, and taken post at 
C.iwford, a block house about 40 miles from 
St. Augustine. 
The general was preparing to 


move for the St. John», and expected to reach 
it in a few day» ; by which time, hi» force, it 
waa believed, will be adequate to the comple- 
tion ef thrir object. A» Augustine 
was short 


of provision», the garrison not able to mount 
rialf the guns in the fortress, and the patriot 
lleel before it so strong as to preclude the pos- 
tibiiity of any assistance being rendered by the

rison (halt lurrender a» prisoner» of war, to be 
sentto Augustine or to the Havana, with their 
private bsggagr, which shall be respected. 


331y. The lives and property of all private 


peisons, whether friends or foe» to the system 
of indep-odence, shall be sacred and inviolate ; 
and to those who do not chuse to jointhe stan- 
dard of independence, six months shall be al- 
lowed to sell or otherwise dispose of their pro- 
pert». 


4thly. The general also offers to the inhabi- 


tants of Ameli*, whether friends or fes, who 
have absented themselves on account of the 
present circumstances ; the privilege of return- 
ing to their homes, and enjoying <i>-s beiielit of 
the 3d article of capitulation, and, passports 
will be freely granted toall who wUI, to depart. 


The preceding were agreed to between the

PROCLAMATION. 


Rodrigo Jose Ferreira Lobo, Chief ofDivi- 


sion ofthe Royal Army, Commander ofthe 
Squadron of the North, to the inhabitants 
of the province of Pernambuco. 
Nothing could cause more astonishment a» 


well as pain to the mind of the king our lord, 
than that a province ofBrazil, where so many 
brave and honorable men have made themsel- 
ves illustrious by their valor in opposing a pow- 
eiful 
enemy, and restoring the 
law» of the 


Portuguese crown, should now be the theatre 
where individual», unworthy the name of Por- 
tuguese, are engaged in an atrociou» rebellion, 
daring, after having excited a popular disorder, 
to throw down the representative power of his 
majesty, expel the governor, and establish a 
factious government of their own. 


His majesty i» at the same time persuaded 


that the majority of the inhabitants of Pernam- 
buco will preserve the honor and fidelity that 
they inheritfrom their ancestor», and that they 
Will always giveproofs of thesame to hi» august 
majesty, and he has no doubt but that the un- 
expected and factious breaking out of the re- 
bels will be shortly suppressed, and they brought 
to the same sentiment». 


It is painful to the compassionate heart of hi» 


majeaty to be obliged to force and vex his «ob- 
jects, in procuring the means of subduing the 
rebel». 
But not being able entirely to avoid 


them, hi» august majesty has given me order», 
to blockade with all the forces under my com- 
mand the port» of Pernambuco. 


Moreover it is the policy and duty of his ma- 


jesty to employ all the instrument» that Provi- 
dence ha» placed at his disposal, in destroying 
in the most speedy manner possible the seeds 
of a civil war, the thought alone of which is so 
dreadful to the mind of our sovereign, and 
which ha» filled with »uch horror the hearts of 
all his faithful subjects who have heard, of this 
blot on the national fidelity, which has no ex- 
amplein the Portuguese monarchy, and who 
with an exemplary patriotism haveplaced their 
persons and property at thé disposal of hi» ma- 
jesty, to make what use of them he »cc» proper.

The 
bearer of this can, if it be the wish of your ex- 
cellency, point out the place where this disem- 
barcation ought to be made, which i» in the 
harbor of Rio Formoso, where all the people 
will be found with arms open to receive them, 
and equally ready to receive the orders ofyour 
excellency, given in 'he name of tbe same sove- 
reign.

Rio Formoso. April 20, 1817. 
Bahia, May 2.—From the commandant cf 


the blockading apuadron, we learn that the 
proclamations issued against Pernambuco by 
our governor have made a serious impression 
upon the rebels. 
If the blockade from Bahia 


had not come so promptly, the rebels would 
have received a great quantity of arms, powder 
and provision» from Recife. 


By the last intelligence from Paraguay, it 


appears that major Gordilho, commandant of 
the partizans, inarched on tbe 21st upon Porto 
das Pedra». 


May 3—The English vessels Island 
and 


Lyon have arrived at this port, having been 
ordered off from Pernambuco by Rufino Peres 
Baptists, commandant ofthe blockading squa- 
dron, and from them we leara that the soldier» 
of Bahia are stationed on the whole coast of 
Pernambuco. 


May 6.—By a ship which arrived duringthe 


week past from Rio Janeiro, we learn that they 
are laboring with the greatest activity in fitting 
out land troops to 
go against Pernambuco. 


This same ship report» that »he spoke a priva- 
teer a few days after she sailed, of very large 
force, but she did not show any hostile disposi- 
tion, and did not give any information of her 
destination.—An 
abundance of provisions has 


gone from that port for Lagoas and other 
places where our troops are stationed, to whom 
all the faithful inhabitants are united, and to 
them also they have been compelled to furnish 
arms and provisions, which is the cause why 
our soldiers have been for a short time on half 
rations of-flour. 
This has been immediately 


succeeded by the zealous care which the go- 
vernment ha» given to this important matter. 
We judgethat by the present moment, marshal 
Mello, who separated from Penedo, will have 
formed a junction with major Gordilho, who is 
stationed at Una. 
The people of RioFormoso 


have already taken up arms against the rebel», 
who seem only to attempt to defend Recife and 
Olinda, where already parties are suspected 
against them. 


The following Order of the Day has been 


published here during the past week :— 
By the Royal Order of the9th of this month, 


it has been communicated to me by the proper 
secretary of state, that his majesty the king, 
our lord, has well approved «II the measures 
lately adopted by this government, relative to 
the events that have taken place at Pernambu- 
co ; his august majesty deigning to pronounce, 
in a manner the most honourable to us all, hi» 
most perfect confidence in hi» faithful subjects 
of Bahia.

his «on, in saving the live» of several of our fel- 
low-citizen», a» mentioned in a late Centinel. 
Few, if any instance», will be recollected, in. 


which more skill and judgment have been 
evinced, or where a more deliberate and mag- 
nanimous exposure life tojeoparty, in saving 
the lives of others, has been exhibited. 


On the 26ih May last, Mr. William Tewks- 


bury, of Deer Island, and hi» son, Abijan R. 
Tewksbury, a lad 17 year» old, were at work 
on the eastern part ofPoint Shirley, near Win- 
throp's Head. About 4, P. M. a boy camerun- 
ning from the Point and informed him that a 
pleasure boat had upset in a direction between 
Deer Island and Long Island. 
Without wait- 


ing for further 
information, he immediately 


took his son into hi» canoe, set a small fore 
sail, and run through Pulling'» Point gut, to- 
ward» Broad Sound. 
The wind wa» io high, 


that with the smallest sail the canoe 
nearly 


buried herself under water. 
Having relieved 


her, he stood in a direction for Long Island 
nearly half a mile, without discovering any in- 
dication of the objsct of hi» search. 
He then 


discovered hi» wife and children on the beach 
of Deer Island, running toward» Sound Point. 
This induced him to keep on the same course, 
and in a short time he discovered the head»of 
several men in the water, and as they rose and 
fell on the sea he wa» impressed with the belief 
there were more than twenty buffeting the 
waves, and contending against death. 
Being 


perfectly aware of the little burthen and «light 
construction of hi» canoe, (she being of the 
smallest clas» of" lap-streaks,"9)—the wind 
blowing a violent gale—hi» apprehensions for 
hi» son'» and his own safety—had almost caused 
him to desist from the extreme peril of exposing 
hisfrail barque to be seized on by men agonized 
by despair, in the last struggle» for life. 
He 


howeverprepared for the event, took in his sail, 
rowed among the drowningmen with fixed de- 
termination to save some, or perish in the at- 
tempt. 
By an exertion of skill, to be equalled 


only by an aboriginal chief, in the management 
of a canoe, he succeeded in getting seven per- 
sons on board and was attempting to save the 
eight, when hi» son exclaimed, " Father, the 
canoe is sinking, we shall all perish." 
This 


exclamation calling hi» mind from the purpose 
on which it was bent, exposed to him his most 
perilous situation. 
Six inches of water in his 


canoe—nine in number on board—tbe upper 
part of her gunwale but three inches above wa- 
ter—the wind high—a heavy sea running, and 
constantly washing on board, and nearly a mile 
ftom the nearest land. 
That nine might even 


have a chance of being savad, he was obliged 
to leave one unfortunate man hanging on the 
stern of the jollybelonging to the pleasure boat. 
Of the men saved, one was so little exhausted, 
that hs could assist in bailing—another could 
setup—and the others lay motionless, and ap- 
parently lifeless, on the bottom of the canoe. 
There not being room to row, Mr. T. had no 
alternative but to paddle his boat before the 
wind, and was but able to reach the extremity 
of Sound Point. 
The instant she struck, she 


filled with water from the violence of the sea. 
Exertions were still necessary to save the five 
helpless men in the bottom of the canoe. 
In 


giving her assistance at this time, Mr». Tewks- 
bury wa» much injured by the convulsive grasp 
ofone of the men, apparently in tbe agonies of 
death. 
They were all conveyed to Mr. T.s 


house, where, by the applicationofhot blanket», 
tea and medicine, they were recovered. 
Four 


did not recover ao a» to be able to speak for 
more than three hours. 
Eleven persons were 


in the pleasure boat when she overset :— two of 
whom attempted to swim to the shore, end 
were seen by the survivors to perish 30 or 40 
rods from the boat. 
One was drowned in the 


cabin. 
After landing those saved, Mr T. re- 


turned with all possible expedition to the relief 
of the man left on the jolly. 
He was gone! 


The distance from the place whereMr. Tewks- 
bury and his son were at work to the place of 
the acidcent is one mile and ao half. 


The above fact» being make known to the 


Trustees of the Humane Society, they voted, 
that seventy dollars in money, and a Silver 
Medal of the value of ten dollars, with suit- 
able inscription», be presented Mr. T. Thirty- 
five dollars to his son ; twenty dollar» to Mrs. 
Tewksbury ; and five dollars to the boy who 
ran with the information of tbe boat having 
upset. 


"This canoe, or skiff, is sharp at both ends— 


greatest length 14 feet, and rake» very much ; 
four feet six inches wide in the widest part, 
and eighteeninches deep.
